Tower Court’s two 
blocks of aging, unfit-for- 
purpose Council properties 
are being knocked down 
to make way for new 
homes for social renting, 
shared ownership, and 
private sale - with the latter 
needed to help pay for the 
whole process. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, and Cllr Philip 
Glanville, Cabinet Member 
for Hackney Homes and 
Regeneration Estates, 
visited Tower Court on 2 
April to see the progress 


with George McGee, Chair 
of the Six Estates Steering 
Group of residents. 

The site is one of several 
across the borough that 
will contribute to a total 
of 3,000 new homes built 
by the Council and social 


housing partners, of which 
half will be for rent and 
shared ownership, over the 
next few years. Another 
600 of these new homes are 
being developed directly by 
the Council. 

Hackney’s estate 


regeneration schemes have 
attracted some high-profile 
attention in recent months, 
with visits from Emma 
Reynolds MP, Shadow 
Housing Minister, and 
former Cabinet Minister, 
Lord Adonis. 

Mayor Pipe said: “We 
made a commitment 
to build new homes 
and refurbish existing 
ones for residents on 
Hackney’s estates, and the 
redevelopment of Tower 
Court will help the Council 
continue to achieve this.” 

More than 2,500 homes 
for affordable rent have 
been built in Hackney 
since 2010, including 221 
new council houses. In 
the last three years, the 
third highest number of 
affordable homes in 
the country were built 
in the borough.

Flagship tech festival to take 
place in Hackney next year 

A WORLD renowned technology and innovation festival is 
coming to Hackney next summer. 

The Maker Faire will be held at Here East, formerly known 
as iCITY, and is expected to bring tens of thousands 
of tech enthusiasts, crafters, educators, engineers, 
science clubs, authors, artists, students and commercial 
exhibitors to the site on Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park. 
The initiative, launched in 2006 and described as the 
‘Greatest Show (and Tell) on Earth’, runs two main 
festivals which take place in San Francisco and New 
York, with smaller events across the globe. 

The London faire is set to become a third flagship event, 
scheduled to run over four weeks. It is expected to draw 
about 75,000 people to East London. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for Regeneration, 
said: “It’s entirely fitting that Maker Faire is coming to 
Hackney, a borough which has established itself as 
London’s leading community of creative innovators and 
makers embracing advanced tech to build an economy 
based on both design and manufacture.” 

The decision to launch a third flagship Maker Faire was 
announced during the South by Southwest interactive 
festival in Austin, Texas. 

Hackney House, the Council’s award-winning alternative 
trade mission, and Here East showcased the talents 
of East London’s creative, tech and design community 
during the event last month (pictured below).

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Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park opens in full to the public on 5 April; the park includes interactive water 
fountains, a new adventure playground, cafes, the Olympic venues and the ArcelorMittal Orbit 


T HE whole of Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic 
Park was set to 
open to the public 
on 5 April for the first time 
since London 2012. 

It will be the culmination 
of 1 8 months of work 
by the London Legacy 
Development Corporation 
(LLDC) to transform the 
site of the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games into 
London’s newest park, the 
north west of which is in 
Hackney. It will be free - 
open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week - and features 
waterways, parklands, 
picnic areas, cafes, 
children’s playgrounds, 
sporting venues, and an 
events space. 

The final phase of 


work saw architect James 
Corner, who created the 
High Line in New York, 
redevelop the southern end 
of the park into a cultural 
quarter designed to be the 
East End’s equivalent to 
the South Bank. 

The park’s five sporting 
venues are the London 
Aquatics Centre, Copper 
Box Arena, Lee Valley 
VeloPark, Lee Valley 
Hockey and Tennis Centre 
and Olympic Stadium, 
which from 2016 will be 
the permanent home of 
West Ham United 
Football Club. 

Other attractions 
include the ArcelorMittal 
Orbit, which was designed 
by Anish Kapoor and 
Cecil Balmond. The 114.5 


Visitors can also 
explore four new 
activity trails, on the 
themes of London 2012: 
biodiversity, family fun, 
and arts and culture. They 
can also experience mini 
gardens that represent 
different climatic regions 
including South Africa, 
the Americas and the 
Mediterranean. 

The park measures 560 
acres, the same size as 
Hyde Park and Kensington 
Gardens combined, and is 
planted with 4,300 trees.

N estled between 
the print factories 
and studios of 
Hackney Wick, 
a minute’s walk from 
the Overground station, 
towers an old dye-cutting 
factory. Inside is an 
enormous industrial space, 
which backs on to the 
canal: 90 Main Yard. 

It is filled with art, a grand 
piano and miscellaneous 
furniture. Up two flights 
of stairs there is an eye- 
catching view of the 
Olympic Park, and a 
co-working space full of 
creatives tapping away 
on Macs or chatting over 
coffee. The first floor is 
occupied by soundproofed 
music studios, where 
electronic music producers 
are hard at work. 

90 Main Yard picked up 
the People’s Choice award 
at the Mayor of Hackney’s 


Business Awards on 20 
March, winning a public 
vote by a large margin. 

It is a space dreamt up by 
three local entrepreneurs: 
Remi Landaz, Tori Bravery 
and Bruno Cabral. They all 
met while working at Fabric 
nightclub seven years ago. 

The two men went on to 
form Half Baked, a music 
promotion and record label 
focusing on electronic music 
in East London, before 
teaming up with Tori on 
their latest project last year. 

She says: “We had 
converted a warehouse in 
Hackney Wick and were 
looking for a new space. We 
discussed the idea of having 
an environment where 
people could come and 
connect with each other. 
There’s a changing model of 
working and being part of 
that seemed really natural. 

“There used to be raves 


in here. It’s a process of 
gentrification, but also 
progress. It’s something the 
demographic wants, so by 
supplying workspaces and 
restaurants, it’s kind of sad 
that a place you used to 
party in closes, but it’s part 
of growing up.” 


Most of the events at 
90 Main Yard are free, 
including live music, bingo, 
and exhibition openings as 
part of First Thursdays. 

Remi adds: “It’s really 
cool to transform something 
into a place where people 
can work, learn - with 


affordable rent - and make 
a space where everything 
comes together, for 
example, the people in the 
studios play at our events. 
You try to create something 
where you can give back.” 

They are in the process of 
taking on apprentices, with 
the Council’s Ways into 
Work programme. Other 
plans include developing the 
roof and teaming up with 
the Tour London Bicycles 
hire company so visitors 
can ride around Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

Bruno says: “We want to 
be inclusive. The space is big 
enough so on a Saturday it 
can be a family thing, people 
can come and check out the 
art. On Sunday we have 
roasts and people can come 
down to the canal and sip a 
cocktail, while listening to 
live jazz followed by a DJ.” 

They want to expand their 


business model to other 
countries. Tori explains: 
“The great thing about this 
place - and you feel it when 
you come into the building 
- is the community, the 
energy, and the love that 
was put into the project. I 
hope it can work anywhere 
because that’s part of our 
masterplan, to create it again 
and again.” 

Although, Remi says, 
it’s something that maybe 
could only have begun here: 
“Hackney is something 
very special. The beauty 
of it is that living East is 
not about the money, and 
what you have, but about 
what you are.”

A: Unfortunately, the Council cannot collect clothes in 
green sacks. There are over 1 00 textile banks around the 
borough where you can recycle old clothes and shoes, 
or any other textiles. They are sorted and sold in charity 
shops to make money for good causes. Things that cannot 
be resold are shredded and recycled into new items like 
blankets and cloths.

II year project 
by Growing 
M MCommunities 
has resulted in the 
creation of the Hackney 
Patchwork Farm. 

The social enterprise 
developed nine organic 
micro sites around the 
borough which combine to 
make up the farm. 

The previously under 
used spaces have been 
transformed into working 
gardens thanks to help 
from volunteers, and 14 
patchwork farmers that 
have been trained to work 
the land through an urban 
apprentice scheme. 

Last year, the farm was 


the source of over a tonne 
of fresh produce, which is 
sold via a collection only 
fruit and veg box scheme. 
Its salad also won a top 
prize in the Soil Association 
Organic Food Awards. 

Coordinator Stephanie 
Irvine said: “We hope 
our project will inspire 
other urban communities 
to grow and distribute 
their produce through 
community-led trade.”

THE Castle Climbing 
Centre has picked 
up two accolades at 
the Sustainable City 
Awards. 

It won the sustainable 
food category and was 
highly commended in the 
tackling climate change 
category on 27 March. 

The centre in Stoke 
Newington is surrounded 


by a 1 .2 acre organic 
garden, which is part of 
the Hackney Patchwork 
Farm network (see above). 
It provides ingredients 
for the centre’s cafe, and 
has plots for staff and 
residents to grow their 
own food. Lip balms 
and hand creams are 
also made on site using 
herbs and beeswax from 


local sources. 

Manager Efua Uiterwijk 
said: “People are amazed 
at the amount we produce.

Grimm Tales for Young and Old 

Until 24 April, Shoreditch Town Hall, EC1V 9LT 


BENEATH the faded civic splendour of 
Shoreditch Town Hall is a warren of dank 
basement rooms, transformed by flickering 
lights, heaps of straw, spinning-wheels, 
dolls’ heads and antique wedding gowns, 
into a fairy-tale world. 

Here, Philip Pullman’s reworking of ‘Grimm 
Tales for Young and Old’ is brought to life 
in Philip Wilson’s adaptation, billed as an 
immersive storytelling experience. 

Familiar stories such as ‘Little Red Riding 
Hood’ and ‘Rapunzel’ are performed 
alongside lesser-known ones, such as ‘The 
Juniper Tree’ and ‘Hans-My-Hedgehog’, 
and where some of those tales have been 
sanitised by modern popular culture, this is 
a chance to experience them in their sinister 
and visceral glory. 


Of the five stories presented, the most 
successful re-telling is the ‘The Three Snake 
Leaves’; a weird fable of love, bravery, 
premature burial, resurrection, sea-travel, 
betrayal, murder, snakes, and magic leaves. 
This is both action-packed and atmospheric. 
It takes place on the smallest of the three 
‘stages’, which adds to its intensity. The 
cast members throughout are energetic 
and adaptable, with actors often switching 
between two or three different costumes and 
roles within minutes. 

The real star of this show is Pullman’s 
economical yet richly-imagined prose, 
which grips the attention of the audience 
throughout a slightly patchy production. 
Tickets are priced from £19.50 to £35.

New fashion academy 


A NEW academy 
has opened in 
Hackney to train 
the future stars of 
the fashion industry. 

The London Technical 
Fashion Academy is based 
on the Hackney Community 
College (HCC) campus in 
Hoxton.

The college will manage 
the recruitment of 
apprentices for employers, 
and offer training in apparel 
manufacturing, with options 
for specialisms such as high 
end and leather goods. 

Speaking at the academy 
launch on 20 March, Daliah 
Simble from designer 
Roland Mouret, said: 


“Manufacturing at high 
street and luxury level is at a 
crucial point, with demand 
exceeding capacity. 

“Many factories wish to 
expand and the time is right 
to support this growth by 
training young people in 
technical skills, to enter the 
fashion industry and have 
the opportunity to have paid 
and fulfilling careers in the 
creative areas of cutting, 
sewing or finishing.”

Homerton hospital benefits 
from nearly £900k of funding 


HOMERTON hospital is set to receive a financial boost 
for both its maternity ward and accident and emergency 
department. 

Mums-to-be will benefit from a £1 94,000 increase in 
Government funding for the hospital’s antenatal and 
postnatal wards. 

The money will be spent on 50 new reclining bedside 
chairs for the postnatal ward, which will provide more 
comfort for partners staying with mother and baby. It 
will also go towards the expansion of the antenatal area, 
including an additional treatment and assessment room. 
This is to help serve the growing number of new mums 
attending the antenatal clinic at Homerton - the hospital 
is expecting to deal with over 6,000 births this year. 

The hospital has also been granted a share of £30million 
fund to develop new technology. 

The Government’s Nursing Technology Fund awarded 
Homerton £677,000 to purchase monitors for the 

accident and emergency department 
and eight wards across 
the hospital. 

The new equipment will 
measure patients’ vital 
signs and record them in 
a new electronic patient 
record, which is due to 
be introduced next year. 
This will allow clinicians 
to observe any abnormal 
signs immediately.

ON THE BUSES 


Celebrate the 75th 
birthday of the fully 
restored RT1 - which 
is ‘coming home’ on 
Saturday, 12 April 
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Celebrating the year of the bus

L ondon is 

celebrating the 
‘Year of the Bus’ 
with many 
events taking place 
across the capital. 

This year coincides with 
a number of important 
anniversaries in the story of 
the London bus, including 
one relating to the First 
World War and another 
with a Hackney connection. 

In 1910, the B-type - the 
first successfully mass- 
produced motorised double- 
decker bus - was developed 
by the London General 
Omnibus Company 
(LGOC) and went into 
service. The new vehicle 
allowed the city’s bus 
service to be expanded on 
a massive scale, with many 
new routes introduced and 
existing ones extended, 


including the first ever route 
to have a suffix letter - the 
3 5 A, which ran between 
Elephant and Castle and 
Walthamstow via Dalston 
Lane - now the 76. 

But the expansion of bus 
services came to a sudden 
halt with the outbreak 
of the First World War a 
century ago in 1914. In 
subsequent years over 1,000 
of the 2,500 B-types built 
were shipped to France, 
Belgium and Egypt - along 
with their drivers and 
mechanics - to transport 
troops behind allied lines. 

Their red and white 
livery was camouflaged 
with khaki paint, and the 
lower deck windows nailed 
up with protective boards. 
Initially designed to carry 
34 civilian customers, the 
army buses could hold 24 
fully-equipped soldiers 
along with their kit. Some 
buses were used for a very 



different sort of passenger 
however, when they were 
converted into mobile 
pigeon lofts for frontline 
communications. 

At the end of the war in 
1918, the buses were used 
once more to transport the 
troops back home, and 
reverted to public 
service until 
1928. One 
of the last 
surviving 
B-types, 
no 2737, 
is being 
restored to 
its wartime 
condition 
by the London 
Transport Museum 
to retrace its European 
journey. 

Another anniversary is 
that of the creation of the 
iconic Routemaster (RM) 
bus, which first appeared 
60 years ago in 1954, and is 


still running today on some 
London’s heritage routes. 

But more exciting for 
Hackney is the anniversary 
of the model that preceded 
the RM, the RT, which 
became the standard 
London double-decker 
during the Second World 
War, the last 
vehicle being 
withdrawn 
from service 
in 1979. 

In fact, 
theRT 
was also 
the model 
driven by 
vdiff Richard 
in the hit film 
‘Summer Holiday’. 

Almost 7,000 RT buses 
were built, with the first 
151 beginning to roll off the 
production line in 1939. 

The number was limited 
due to the outbreak of 
war, but the full batch 


was delivered by June 
1940. The first ever RT 
ran on route 22 through 
Hackney from Homerton 
to Putney Common in 
August 1939. The route 
first opened in May 1909, 
running between Clapton 
and Borough, but was soon 
extended to Leyton, and on 
Sundays to Epping Forest. 
Many more alterations to 
the route were made, and 
today the 22 runs between 
Piccadilly Circus to Putney 
Common via Knightsbridge, 
with the Hackney section of 
the route now covered by 
the 242. 

For one day only to 
celebrate its 75th birthday, 
a restored RT1 is ‘coming 
home’ on 12 April. Trips 
will be available on the 
original prototype vehicle, 
which has not seen public 
service since 1945. There 
will also be free journeys 
on a fleet of heritage buses, 


with traditional conductors, 
between Piccadilly Circus 
and Shoreditch Church 
every 10 minutes between 
11am and 4.30pm, 
extended every 20 minutes 
to Homerton. One of the 
RT buses that crossed the 
United States to promote 
the Festival of Britain in 
1951 will also be visiting 
the borough.

Ingredients 

• 2 envelopes unflavoured gelatin 

• 250ml hot water 
•120g sugar 

•750ml pureed fresh mangoes 

• 250ml low fat evaporated milk 
•Juice of 1 lime (optional, depends if the 

mangoes are very sweet; if so the lime 
sharpens them up) 

•Lime wedges, optional 

• Fresh mango slices for 
garnish, optional. 

Method 

•Add the gelatin to the 
hot water and mix until 
dissolved and smooth. 

Then dissolve the sugar

• In a large bowl, mix the mango puree and 
evaporated milk.

Results of consultation on licensing rented housing 


THE Council is examining 
ways of improving the 
standard of rented housing 
in the borough. 

Evidence of poor 
management in the private 
sector has prompted several 
councils to consider 
proposals that would mean 
more landlords were 
required to apply for a 
license to allow them to 
rent out their properties. 
Wider licensing may help 
ensure that all private 
rented properties met a 
certain standard. 

The Living in Hackney 
Scrutiny Commission asked 
residents and landlords for 
their views on these 
proposals, including 
whether people encountered 


problems that wider 
licensing may help to solve. 

Some 169 people 
responded to the survey and 
the majority (61 per cent) 
were in support of more 
private rented properties 
being licensed in Hackney. 
Support was lower 
amongst the landlords 
who responded to the 
consultation, although not 
all were against the idea. 

Residents who are 


currently privately renting 
were particularly 
supportive. 

The Council will use the 
survey findings and other 
information to decide if a 
scheme should be 
implemented.
